Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

Herewith  my  Annual  Report  for  1962. 

The  health  of  the  community’s  citizens  appears  to  be  reasonable 
by  the  usual  criteria.  There  were  no  major  outbreaks  of  infectious 
disease  during  the  year. 

The  chronic  preventable  diseases,  it  will  be  noted,  still  take  their 
toll.  These  are  bronchitis,  lung  cancer  and  coronary  disease.  The  first 
of  these  will  decrease  when  we  are  able  to  set  about  establishing 
clean  air  zones. 

The  trends  noted  in  other  years  continue  in  that  there  is  no 
tendency  for  infectious  diseases  to  increase,  even  food  poisoning  and 
dysentery  cases  were  few  in  this  year  and  there  was  a welcome  near 
absence  of  swallowed  infections  amongst  children.  Tuberculosis 
continues  to  decline  and  to  show  a high  rate  of  recovery.  Nevertheless, 
the  disease  is  still  with  us,  and  we  have  no  right  to  complacency 
when  ten  new  cases  were  added  to  the  register  in  the  year. 

During  this  year  an  outbreak  of  smallpox  occured  in  Bradford 
which  had  an  unusually  poor  vaccination  rate  (1.0%).  At  the  time  of 
the  outbreak  63%  of  Arnold  children  under  15  had  been  vaccinated 
against  the  disease.  Nevertheless,  there  was  a considerable  demand 
for  vaccination  and  re-vaccination  from  parents.  We  were  able  always 
to  meet  the  demand  because  of  pre-existing  arrangements.  A much 
better  way  is  for  parents  to  keep  childrens’  vaccination  state  always 
up  to  date. 

The  absence  of  such  formerly  deadly  infections  as  smallpox  and 
diphtheria  is  due  to  constant  vigilance  and  attention  to  routine 
procedures  which  are  not  liked  by  the  romantic  ; there  is  only  one 
bit  of  glamour  in  them  in  the  satisfaction  the  older  ones  amongst  us 
feel  when  we  think  of  the  old  callously  indifferent  days.

Tuberculosis 

Decrease  in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  is  disappointingly 
slow.  Preventive  measures  undertaken  are: 

(a)  by  the  County  Council  and  Hosptial  Services. 

1.  Case  finding  and  treatment  to  make  cases  of  the  disease 
non-infectious. 

2.  Contact  tracing  and  examination. 

3.  Inoculation  with  B.C.G.  vaccine  of  non-inf ected  contacts 
and  school  children. 

4.  Special  measures  relating  to  teachers  and  others  in  contact 
with  children. 

(b)  by  the  District. 

1.  Re-housing  and  improvement  of  housing,  covering  also 
those  slum  houses  where  a part  of  the  house  is  unoccupied 
because  of  dilapidation — where  there  is  in  fact  over- 
crowding, though  not  legally  so.  Also  those  instances 
where  potentially  active  cases  of  the  disease  have  to  share 
sleeping  accommodation.  Advances  in  slum  clearance  we 
are  now  making  will  show  dividends  in  this  respect.

Water  Supply 

The  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Nottingham  is  the  Water  Authority 
for  this  Urban  District. 

A constant  supply  of  drinking  water  has  been  available  through- 
out the  district  during  the  year. 

One  sample  of  drinking  water  was  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  Bacteriological  examination.  This  was  satis- 
factory. 


Swimming  Baths 

The  Public  Baths  have  been  well  conducted  during  the  year 
under  the  able  supervision  of  the  late  Mr.  J.  J.  Baker,  Baths  Superin- 
tendent. No  complaints  were  received  by  the  Health  Department  as  to 
unsatisfactory  hygiene  conditions. 

For  the  financial  year  ending  31st  March,  1963,  the  income 
from  all  sources  was  £2,498  (£2,530)  with  an  expenditure  of  £5,664 
(£5,378)  leaving  a balance  of  £3,166  charged  to  the  Rate  Fund, 
equivalent  to  a 2d.  Rate. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Foul  sewerage  from  the  whole  of  the  built  up  area  of  the  Urban 
District  is  dealt  with  by  the  Nottingham  Corporation  at  their  disposal 
works  Stoke  Bardolph  at  a cost  to  this  District  of  £20,622  for  the 
year  ending  31st  March,  1963. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  and  repairs  of  sewers  within  the  Urban 
District  for  the  same  period  was  £19,968  including  £16,950  Loan 
Charges;  this  figure  also  includes  the  Loan  Charges  on  the  major 
storm  water  scheme  now  nearing  completion. 


Rivers  and  Streams 

There  are  no  Rivers  or  Canals  within  the  District. 

The  five  tributary  streams  draining  the  areas  : — 

1.  Gedling  Road  and  Mapperley  confluence  via  Arno  Vale  Road  and 
Thackerays  Lane. 

2.  Coppice  Road  confluence  via  Bentwell  Avenue  and  Brookfield 
Road. 

3.  Kingswell  confluence  via  Nottingham  Road  Recreation  Ground. 
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4.  Calverton  Road  confluence  via  Front  Street  and  Nottingham 
Road. 

5.  Redhill  confluence  via  Mansfield  Road  to  Jubilee  Road. 

All  converge  into  the  Daybrook  which  in  turn  discharges  into 
the  River  Leen  at  Bobbers  Mill  in  the  City  of  Nottingham,  via  the 
Valley  Road  Playing  Fields. 


Closet  Accommodation 

The  position  throughout  the  district  generally  is  in  my  opinion 
entirely  satisfactory  in  that  a water  carriage  system  operates  to  the 
extent  of  100  per  cent. 

No  more  than  11  Pail  Closets  remain  in  outlying  parts  of  the 
district. 

Cesspools 

There  are  approximately  80  cesspools  in  the  outlying  parts  of 
the  Urban  District,  on  the  East,  Northeast  and  Northern  boundaries, 
where  public  sewers  are  not  available.  These  are  emptied  by  the 
Council  on  request  twice  a year  (Spring  and  Autumn)  at  a charge  of 
30s.  Od.  per  800  gallons.  An  income  of  £152  was  received  during  the 
year  for  emptying  cesspools,  expenditure  £144. 

Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

96  observations  were  carried  out  by  the  Department  regarding 
nuisances  from  smoke. 

The  air  pollution  measurement  apparatus  installed  at  the  Public 
Library  in  August,  1959,  continues  to  operate,  recordings  from  this 
instrument  are  sent  monthly  to  the  Department  of  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Research,  Warren  Spring  Laboratory. 

It  is  hoped  to  include  suitable  data  on  this  subject  in  future 
reports. 

Public  Cleansing 

A total  of  884  man-days  were  lost  during  the  year  as  follows: 
Injury  and  Sickness  466,  Absent  21,  Annual  Holidays  187,  Bank 
Holidays  210,  as  compared  with  946  days  lost  in  1961. 

The  674  days  lost  excluding  210  for  Bank  Holidays  is  equivalent 
to  2.59  men  off  work  per  week  throughout  the  year. 

Trade  Refuse  and  other  charges  produced  an  income  of  £342 
compared  with  £293  in  1961. 
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Refuse  Disposal 

The  tipping  of  house  refuse  in  the  disused  Railway  cutting  at 
Watnal'l  continued  throughout  the  year. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  Watnall  Tip  will  be  completed  by  the 
end  of  March  1963.  Furher  tipping  sites  are  urgently  needed,  locally 
if  possible  to  eliminate  the  time  factor  on  long  hauls.
